There !s 
one fdctory in Greece, but ‘one 
factory cannot equip a mation and 
courage, valour and determination 
are useless to'an air force without 
planes. 

“No Government likes, to feel 
that “it is offering its subjects 
to bombardment from the .air 
without being able to reply ade- 
quately. No confidence in the 
valour of her armies can pre- 
vent the panicky fear of 
bombardment. from the’ air 
and it,is this fear that Ger- 
many has played on over and 
oer again, : 

“For years. and years before the 
war started, Germany’s air force 
was proclaimed as the most power- 
ful in Europe. When Germany’s 
test of battle came in the war; It 
was the aerial side of the fighting 
that was advertised "in all parts 
of the world and the Germans took 
care to emphasise ‘this to'all the 
neutral countries of Europe. 

‘“Ttols this fear that Germany {s 
now trying to arouse In ‘Greece’ by 
announcing that she. {s sending 
planes to italy. It may be that 
she thinks that this gesture will 
be useful in frightening Italy as 
well. The’ Greeks, however, were 
clearly meant to draw another 
conclusion and to quake in" their 
shoes—those funny shoes, with the. 


trymen. A notable effort in 
this connection has been the 
goodwill. tour which General 
Wu Te-chen, Minister for 
Overseas Affairs in the Chi- 
nese: Government, has been 
engaged in Malaya. In a re- 
cent statement. in Singapore, 
General Wu declared that 
the Chinese ‘have never failed 
to recognise the necessity for 
co-operation with Great Bri- 
tain.

“Kuangsom Young, ,Chinese Consu) General in Manila, announced « 
recently that he would ask for.a thorough investigation into thr 
matter “from the right quarters”.reports the Manila Bulletin. 


Mr. Wang’s’ disarpearince was 
first known on arrival of the 
President Pierce. when a large 
group of friends who had gone to 
Pier 7 to meet him were shocked 
on learning that he had heen 
talssing the morning of that dav. 
This report was. brought to Manila 
by his shipmates. Dr. C. T. Wang. 
former. Chinese Ambassador to 
Washington, and Mrs. T. S. Day, 
wife af the former manager of 
the Santa Ang Racing Cub. 

NO DEVELOPMENTS
